A new king has been discovered, a 
fertilizer king, if a delegation of sub- 
urban market gardeners who made 
protest at the federal building yester- 
day are correct. They told Joseph B. 
Fleming, assistant United States dis- 
trict attorney, that the A: L. Jones 
company of 111 West Washington 
street has a complete monopoly on the 
manure business in Chicago. 

They alleged that as a result of this 
monopoly the prices of stable manure 
have been boosted all out of reason 
lately and that, as a result, the market 
gardening industry around Chicago is 
threatened. They ask that the govern- 
ment step in, as a war measure, and 
save the fertilizer to them and so save 
the crops. 

Say Prices Are Raised. 

The men charged that the price of | 
manure has been raised from $16.50 to 
$27 a carload recently and that a wag- 
onload costs $4.50. It takes a carload 
properly to fertilize an acre, they said.
